DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4, 6 and 9-22 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The references of record do not teach the limitations "a plate that faces the 
second surface; and a resin binder that adheres the second surface and the plate, 
wherein the plate has a rigidity higher than that of the semiconductor element, wherein 
the second surface of the semiconductor element comprises a surface-finished surface 
such that the second surface of the semiconductor element is free from having a 
damaged layer thereon" and "and wherein the resin binder covers a peripheral side face 
of the semiconductor element, and furthermore at a portion that is interposed between 
the second surface and the plate the resin binder allows the semiconductor element to 
deform in a thickness direction thereof" in a device having a thinned semiconductor 
element adhesively bonded to a rigid plate to provide the desired reinforcement, 
increased flexural strength and reduced stress.
